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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments were not found 
persuasive to overcome the rejection of the claims. The applicant argues, for example, that the combination of Lee/Kim and Montague is 
improper because Kim/Lee do not teach an oxide layer equivalent to Montague's nitride layer as stated by the examiner. According to the 
applicant, in order to be proper, Lee/Kim must show that their oxide layer is fully equivalent to Montague's nitride layer. Montague's 
nitride layer is a singular insulating layer over a semiconductor substrate, and this is the function of Montague's nitride layer. Kim/Lee do 
not teach this function in their oxide layer. The examiner, however, disagrees with the applicant. Montague clearly teaches that his 
nitride layer is used as a polishing stop layer and as an etch stop layer (see, e.g., col.5/ll.39-47). Kim (see, e.g., col.4/ll.15-20) and Lee 
(see, e.g., col.2/ll. 55-60), on the other hand, teach an oxide layer to be an equivalent material to Montague's nitride layer for its use as an 
etch/polish stop layer. They further add that this oxide layer has a high polishing and etching selectivity, the same as Montague's nitride 
layer. The examiner, therefore, that the combination of Kim/Lee with Montague is proper. All other arguments presented by the 
applicants have been considered and addressed in a previous Office action . 
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
